GERMANY’S EVASION WILL 
NOT CHANGE U. H. PLANS. 
Washington, March 27.—Germany’s 
policy of evasion will be met with one 
of straight forwardness by the United 
States. 
High officials today made this plain 
in discussing the 
remarkable 
plan 
outlined to William Bayard Hale by 
Berlin officialdom, in which it is de­ 
clared that “even 
though 
congress 
shall announce that a state of war 
exists, Germany will take the position 
that she is not aware of that fact»’’ 
Such a suggestion, it is 
declared 
here, simply is continuation of the 
*.— ^Germany policy of covert insults and 
manipulation of every possible agency 
to embarrass the United States. 
Congressional 
leaders 
who 
will 
frame the policy of the United States, 
when President Wilson has laid the 
entire situation before them, were a 
unit today in declaring that Germany 
will be left In no doubt as to the 
position of the United States. 
The 
foreign affairs committees 
of 
both 
housés have already declared that the 
resolution to be reached by them will 
set forth in plain and 
unmistakable 
language that the United States has 
striven at all times to maintain peace 
at great sacrifices, but that Germany 
has violated its honor and Its inter­ 
ests in such'-h manner that no nation 
could further submit. 
Additional declaration made by Mr. 
Hale that “Germany will not consid­ 
er any change in her submarine pol­ 
icy, but that Germany 'will not de­ 
clare war," likewise meets with no re­ 
sponsive echo here. 
No declaration of war is neccrsary, 
officials say. 
International law takes 
cognizance of fact before words can 
be considered, and the action of Ger­ 
many following the withdrawal of her 
solemn pledges that she would con­ 
duct cruiser warfare with her sub­ 
marines have constituted the carrying 
on of open hostilities in the opinion 
of nearly every official in Washington 
Today’s cabinet meeting w*as 
pectcd further to consider 
for co-ordination and unity of action 
between all government departments. 
In addition, the general plan of 'fi 
nance was expected to be djscussed. 
The army and navy reports made to 
the cabinet were said to sho^- that 
the speeding up process^ now is wrell 
under way and that excellent results 
are being obtained. 
JJuring the last 24 hours there has 
been commenced a strong agitation 
in certain quarters to have congress 
declare war on Germany instead of 
having congress declare that a statq 
of war exists.
